quest) and explained to the council the 
purpose of the resolution. It is in- 
tended (he said) primarily to meet the 
bills of the school teachers, who have 
not been paid off and who wish, many 
of them, to go away on Wednesday for 
the Thanksging recess, and also of the 
city 
workmen. 
The 
deficiency 
in 


finances necessitating such a loan is 
caused by the delinquent tax payers 
and by the delay of the state treasurer 
in making up hm balance, with the 
city. 


Councilman Langdou thought that 


the loan ought to be limited to some 
specified sum, ay he did not favor lei- 
ting the board of mayor and aldermen 
borrow any amount it might see fit. 


The city clerk explained that this did 


not authorize a loan larger than enough 
to meet the current expenses which have 
already been appropriated for. 


Councilman Laugdon moved, as an 


amendment, to insert after the words 
"current expemses" the words ' 'already 
appropriated by both boards. 
This 


was not seconded. 


Then, 
on motion of Councilman 


Matb.es, the bill was passed at its third 
reading. 


The council adjourned to the call of 


the president.

Mrs. Peary's 
family forwarded them to me. 


"Mrs. Peary left Sydncj, C. B., on 


July 20, with her daughter, to join her 
husband at Etah, Greenland, on the 
Windward. Captain 
Samuel Bartlett. 


The vessel was later reported at Disco, 
Circeuland, on Aug. 'JO last. The.se lust 
letters of Peary's were curried by natives 
to the eauip of the Stein party at Cape, 
Sabiue and thence conveyed to Cape 
York by Dr. Kahn, who boarded the 
steam whaler Eelipw on Juuc U and was 
lauded by ber at Dundee, Scotland, on 
the 9th inst. 


"It is an interesting fact to aotc that 


tbe lieutenant 
ha» not the slightest 


knowledge that his wife and daughter are 
on their way to meet- him. And. on the 
other huud, none of Mrs. Pesn-j's fiictids 
can even hazard u KUt-s-s as to her exact 
whereabouts in the ice regions.

Boer Lender Still Hero of the lion* 


in French Cuiiltnl. 


Paris, Nov. 2«.—Mr. Kruger passed 


Sunday with his family at the Hotel 
Scribe, observing the Sabbath in accord- 
ance with the customs of his fatherland. 
His apartments were closed to visitors, 
and he remained within them, indulging 
himself in perfect rest. 


At an early hour free circulntion was 


resumed in the streets about the hotel, 
whose only guardians, two »puliceinen. 
stood on either side of the principal en- 
trance. The number of passeisby was 
not greater than the ordinal'} Sunday 
crowd. 


Toward 3 p. m., however, pedestrians 


increased, and along the boulevard caun- 
100 shouting and singing boys. Their ad- 
vent increased tbe enthusiasm, which 
was rapidly worked up, and the streets 
began to till. 
Cheers for Mr. Krnger 


began, and the police immediately es- 
tablished a cordon about the hotel. Sev- 
eral companies of Republican 
guards 


quickly arrived. 
In halt an hour the

Mr. Kruger spent this morning in con- 


ferring with the Boer representatives. 
The afternoon will be devoted to receiv- 
ing deputations and prominent people 
who have made appointments.

tm to when Mr. Kniger will leave Paris. 
According to the best information obtain- 
able, he will remain here until Wednes- 
day evening or Thursday inoining.

Today its aspect its essentially Turkish

ImitlmetlTe Horror of 


For Certain Animal*. 


One of the unexplainable things in 


human nature is the antipathy of persons 
to certain animals. A woman is afraid 
of a mouse. Why is it? 


Nearly every one will admit privately 


that some instinct of horror leads him to 
Shrink from certain animals which be 
knows to be harmless. This feeling gen1- 
orally increases as we proceed downward 
in. the scale of animal life, reaching its 
maximum at insects and spiders. But it 
is not confined to these lower animals. 
Apart from the feeling some women have 
toward mice, there arc men who have 
some such feeling even toward dogs. 
Going from mammalia to birds, such feel- 
ings may be unusual, but some persons 
have to a certain extent this horror at 
the idea of touching certain fowls, 
though most birds seem to them unob- 
jectionable. 


As regards reptiles, the feeling is com- 


mon. Thousands shrink from touching: a 
common ring snake or a" glowworm, the 
most harmless of animals, or even a 
frog, but others will make pets of frogs 
or of the harmless kind of snakes. So a 
woman might make a pet of a frog and 
shrink from a mouse. 


This instinctive dread reaches its most 


marked point in the case of insects and 
spiders. Some shudder at the thought of 
touching any insect, or, they would say, 
creeping things. Some would play with 
certain insects—a moth—but shrink from 
others, as a cockroach or earwig, both 
perfectly harmless. With years these 
feelings may change. The "goat moth" 
is ouc of the larg^ moths, and I should 
gladly let it crawl on my baud, but even 
now, 
after many years, I shudder at the 


mere thought of touching thp caterpillar 
of that moth. 
I mention these things 


about myself because oue can, in such 
cases, Say with certainty what one has 
known, but not what one has merely been 
told. 
I hope some readers whose in- 


genuity or knowledge is more profound 
thau mine will suggest a satisfactory ex- 
planation of these singular feelings which 
we- certainly have toward some and va- 
rious creatures. 


Whether other animals share such feel- 


ings I know not, but I will tell an anec- 
dote, suggesting something of the kind. 
An ob&civcr saw two hungry sparrows in 
the street with a black object between 
them which they seemed to wish to pick 
up, but the thing seemed to wriggle and 
the biids to shrink from it, aud soon they 
flew away. What repelled them was a 
beetle resembling that commonly called 
the "deMl's coach horse." and, like the 
sparrows, the observer shrank from it. 
Though no doubt it was perfectly harm- 
less, it would have needed a strong mo- 
tive to indued the person w ho told thi-> 
story to pick it up even with gloves, anil 
the sparrows seemed at least to feel as 
tie did. This beetle, so hideous that n 
man, 
and even a couple of sparrows, 


shrank away with icpulsion at the mere 
sight of it, w as j et, doubtless, to its own 
kind, a handsome, beautiful animal. Why 
should a woman shudder at the thought 
of a harmless mouse?—Seattle Post-Intel- 
ligencer.

Different Cljrcninstanceii. 


You step upon a weighing machine, 


diop a penny iu the slot, the hand goes 
tiround the tiguierl dial and, stopping at 
a certain point, tells you that your weight 
is so many pounds. Yon know by this., 
in a sort of comparative way, that there 
is a certain amount of the matter which 
composes the universe confined under 
your skin. You have appiopriated a cer- 
tain portion of it in the construction of 
your flebb and bones: There is a definite 
amount of the elements combined togeth- 
er which produces an effect upon the 
machine, and that effect is translated iu- 
to pounds. You do not know exactly 
what a pound is, but it is some sort <K 
an arbitraly measure of the force of 
gravitation, aud after reading the fig- 
ures on the scale you know about how 
much there is of you by comparison with 
other objects that ha\e weight and 
density. 


When you stand outbide of yourself, 


there seems to be no icasou why you 
should have any weight. The mind, which 
is the most important part of you, does 
not appear to have any weight, is a mat- 
ter entirely outside of yourself. You can- 
not increase or diminish it by any act of 
will, though sometimes in dreams you 
seem to have dhe&ted your body of the 
downward pull which you call weight 
and find yourself floating as easily as a 
mote in a sunbeam. It may be that this 
is a sort of recollection on the part of the 
mutter which enters into our composition 
of a time- when it was really not subject 
to this tugging called gravitation and 
floated free. In our present environment, 
however, this law otuiatter has us in full 
control, and we cannot escape it for the 
smallest fraction of a second. It operates 
steadily all the time, and we are obliged 
always to take it into account. 


But docs the scale actually tell us how 


much we weigh? It simply calculates the 
balance between two forces that are 
working agaia&t each, other, the one tend- 
ing to drag us down to the center of the 
earth and the other to send us spinning 
out into space. The pull of gravitation 
has the advantage by so many pounds, 
otherwise we should leave our ,happy 
homes in a hurry and start on a journey 
from which we would never return—go- 
ing out into space to hobnob W,ith comets 
and asteroids and other celestial wander- 
ers. This old earth is a whirler and a 
twirler. It has more curves than n base- 
ball in the hands uf an expert pitcher. 
You have seen the expetime,ut of swing- 
ing a pail of water over the head without 
spilling the- water. The earth is giviDg 
us *the same sort of a swing. 


It is as if some giant were stationed nt 


the point of space whore the center of the 
earth is, with a string upward of 3,000 
miles in length attached to us and were 
swinging us around at the end of it. Thi<« 
rate of circular motion is approximately 
1,000 miles an hour. It is a pretty rapid 
swing, and the fact that on account of 
this rapidity we have a considerable tend- 
ency to take a long jump several thou- 
sand miles into space must make a con- 
siderable difference in the pressure when 
we step on the weighing machine. If the 
earth were to stop its whirling some day 
for a short time, we should all suddenly 
become heavy weights, and it is a ques- 
tion whether the ordinary weighing ma- 
chine would be adequate to measure the 
tendency which our bodies would have to 
press toward the center of the earth. It 
is plain, therefore, that we should weigh 
a good deal more if it wasn't for the giant 
swing given us by the planet upon which 
we arc involuntary residents.—I'lttsburg 
Times.

vance Being Alive, It is Said. 


Bnt little hope is given out by son- 


faring men that the orsw of the wrecked 
Advance, the British craft that is fast 
going to pieces on the beach at Bye, are 
alive. 


Cftpt. "Wells of the Walhs Sands life 


saving station and his crew think that 
tbe vessel struck first some time Sun 
day night or early Monday morning on 
some ledge to the eastward, either Boon 
i«land or York ledges, and that her 
masts becoming detached allowed her 
to float off at high water. 


A peculiar thing in regard to the 


wrecked vessel is that her deck timbers 
are not started, and Uapt. Wells advances 
the theory that the vessel capsized and 
her masts dropred out. 


The life savers say that if the vessel 


struck Boon island ledge there is a bare 
possibility that they reached the island 
nnd fonnd shelter with the lightkeejar, 
but if they struck on York ledges, there 
vraa no hope of their reaching 
the 


bhore. 


About seven or eight years ago, a 


British 
coaster went ashore on the 


ledge at Boon island, during cue of the 
blizzards (of the winter and the crew 
were able to land on the island where 
they were cared for about three weeks 
before they could be gotten ashore. 


The men devoured almost every bit 


of tfood on the island. They wore tble 
to land only after hours of hard and 
dangerous work and under the direc- 
tions of Keeper Williams, who shouted 
to them over Che water as best he could 
m the gale of wind. 


Several were horribly frost bitten and 


lost tbo use of hands and feet, later, so 
bad were their condition. 


It is barely possible that the crew of 


the Advance wore able to got on the is 
land. 
If they were not, they probably 


are at the* bottom of the ocean, now.

No Traces Of Her Crew, Who Proba 


bly Perished In Tho Seta. 


The British 
two-masted schooner 


Advance, from St. Johns was driven 
ashore at Wallis sands by the sto rm on 
Monday alternoon and is now being 
pounded into pieces by the surf. Whe^ 
the crew from the "Wallis, sands lifp 
saving station boarded the vessel at six 
o'clock in the evening, they found no 
signs of life aboard and nothing show 
ing what had become of her captain 
at,t1 sailors. There are two theories 
The schooner's crew may have deserted 
her and taken to n^eboats, either reach- 
ing land safely at some other point on 
the coast or being swamped by the 
vicious sea and perishing. 
They may 


tune stuck to the ship and been washed 
from her deck, for tbe waves ran very 
high ofT shore on Monday, 
i The Advance is of sixty or seventy 
tons and had a cargo of salted fish, 
probably alout two hundred barrels. 
It is not known to what port she was 
bound. 


It was shortly before two o'clock 


when the patrolman of the Wallis sands 
station sighted a dismasted 
vessel 


drifting helplessly before the storm, 
toward tbe shore 
Wind and waves 


were fierce at the time. 


There did not appear to be anybody 


on board. The life savers found it im- 
possible to launch tie life boat, as the 
surf would hurl it back on the sands. 
Supt. Uarding camn up to town and 
tried to charter a. lug, thinking to reach 
the schooner from outside. 
He was 


soon informed that the vessel was near- 
iug the shore so rapidly that ehe was 
sure to strike. The seas were breaking 
clean over her. 
By half 
past two 


o'clock the craft had grounded abreast 
of tbe life saving station. 
Her decks 


hac1 been swept clear of everything 
movable. 


Tho breakeis hammered hor merci- 


lessly all afternoon, and it was not 
until six o'clock that the men at the 
station were able to board her. 


The Advance is about the size of the 


cement schooner which was wrecked at 
Jtrry's point not very Itrag ago. 
It ia 


a possibility that she may ha\e gone 
ashore at Boon island or York ledge on 
Sunday, and being lifted off by a high 
tide, wss then sent floundering down 
the coast to her doom. 
In that case, 


her crew may now be safe on Boon 
island. This is thought hardly prob- 
able, however, by seafaring men. 


Late on Monday evening, it was re- 


ported from Wallis sands that the 
stranded schooner was breaking 
up 


fast under the stress of the surf. 


It 
has been 
learned 
that the 


Advance 
sailed 
from St. 
.John's, 


N. B., early ia the montb, bound for 
Boston with a cargo of alewives and 
ahingles. 
She was last reported at 


Southwest harbor, Mt. Desert, frcm 
which port she sailed last week.

was 99 tons burden, 80 feet in length; 
27 feet in width and drew 9 feet of 
water. She was owned by J. B. Brown 
ol St. John's aad was built in St. Mar- 
tiu'u.
